The announcement made yestei 
thai the April (irand Jury had in 
indicted Governor Taylor for < 
plurtty in the assassination of Sen 
Boabal may well startle the state. 

The April Urand Jury adjourned 
nearly a month ago. The law is spe- 
cific in Its directions concerning eveay 
step in a criminal indictment. In the 
view of a sober-minded lawmaker, an 
indictment is an act of the gravest im- 
portance. It puts a man on his defense. 
It is an accusation brought by the 
state against one man. That man' 
nocence is assumed. The law treats 
him as arvinnocent man. It does noth- 
ing secretly after the witnesses are 
heard by the (irand Jury. His right? 
are carefully protected. The law de- 
signs to protect every man from the 
passions of an hour; from the partisan 
prejudice of a community, from false 
witnesses, from any act that would put 
an innocent man in peril. 

The sovereign people speak through 
their laws. In Section lis, of the (Jen- 
eral Statutes of Kentucky, an indict- 
ment li defined as "an accusation in 
writing, found and presented by a 
t.rainl Jury to the Court in which they 
are impaneled, charging the person 
with the commission of a public 
offense."

This is the law, and it is written to 
protect the innocent from Judicial op- 
pression; written to establish justice in 
the face of the clamors of a partisan 
mob; written that the public may know- 
any man convicted is guilty beyond the 
shadow of a doubt. 

In April, after a long session, the 
tirand Jury adjourned without return- 
ing an indictment against Governor 
Tayb.r.

Yesterday, six weeks after the Indict- 
ment was found, the Circuit Clerk re- 
ceived by mail an order from Judge 
Cantrlll to Issue a bench warrant for 
the arrest of Governor W. S. Tayl 
Further, the Clerk was ordered to I 
the indictment and make It a part 
the record. 

The people of Kentucky may well 
stand amazed at these processes. They 
Bay Wall ask if the Courts which have 
declared their Inability to protect them 
in their civil rights, are equally unable 
to Mtabltlfa the essential safeguards of 
the Criminal Code. If It be possible 
for any, or for all, officers of a Circuit 
Court to withhold from the records for 
six weeks an indictment of this char- 
acter, if in such a case all the directions 
of the law may be set aside, then In 
Kentucky and Indictment becomes a 
more tyrannical instrument than were 
the "lettres do cachet" IB France be- 
fore the Revolution. 

That the public may fully understand 
the significance of the case, that the 
people of Kentucky who have been 
denied the right to choose their own 
officers, may realize how far they have 
lost the ordinary protection of the law, 
we reproduce Colonel W. C. P. Breckin- 
ridge's editorial in which he expounded 
all the provisions of the statute bearing 
it the . .is,-.
